Starting at 9:00 last Thursday morning. 
the tour was completed about noon-time and 
the afternoon classes were spent in discussion 
and further instruction on Andover’s history.

But her manner of teaching Andover’s his- 
ory has not been by old-fashioned methods.

It’s just another couple of weeks before the great event, 
and there are a few suggestions which we would like to put 
forth which might help to make the observance of our 300th 
birthday something that we will long remember with pride 


and pleasure. 


A great many people have been working a great many 
hours on this program, despite conditions which were very 
far from favorable.
